Second  Consecutive 

State  Crown 
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May  24, 1977 
Coach  Jimmy  Miles  and  NWJC  Baseball  Team  Day 


The  Northwest  Rangers  won  their 
second  straight  baseball  champion- 
ship in  May,  1977,  sweeping  the  dou- 
ble-header with  Gulf  Coast  1  -0  and  5-4 
to  earn  a  berth  in  the  Eastern  District 
play-offs  in  Louisburg,  N.C.  The  Rang- 
ers were  one  of  two  teams  from 
Region  VII  participating  in  this  first 
step  of  the  national  tournament. 

Coach  Jim  Miles'  Rangers  had 
beaten  East  Central  3-0  and  10-5  to 
win  the  North  title.  Gulf  Coast  took 
Hinds  for  the  South  Half.  Last  year 
Northwest  defeated  Hinds  for  the 
state  crown. 

Eastern  District  host  school  Louis- 
burg College  stopped  the  Rangers  10- 
0  before  going  on  to  win  the  tourna- 
ment without  a  loss.  Playing  in  the  los- 


ers' bracket  against  Spartanburg, 
S.C.,  for  their  second  game,  North- 
west dropped  a  tie  in  the  eleventh 
inning  of  play.  The  final  score  was  9-7. 

But  the  top  team  in  Mississippi 
came  home  to  find  a  proclamation  by 
Gov.  Cliff  Finch  declaring  May  24, 
1977,  as  "Coach  Jimmy  Miles  and 
Northwest  Mississippi  Junior  College 
Baseball  Team  Day"  in  the  state. 

An  additional  honor  was  provided 
by  sophomore  second  baseman  Ben 
Evans  of  Holly  Springs  who  was 
named  to  the  All  Eastern  District  team 
for  the  second  time.  Evans,  leading 
hitter  for  the  Rangers  at  .435,  also 
made  the  All  Region  VII  team  as  an 
outfielder  and  the  All  State  team. 


Teammates  Kim  Todd  of  Forrest 
City,  Ark.,  and  Carey  Smith  of  White- 
haven, Tenn.,  also  received  All  Region 
VII  and  All  State  honors.  Todd,  the 
freshman  lefthander  who  was  named 
Most  Valuable  Player  by  the  club, 
pitched  a  three-hit  shutout  against 
Gulf  Coast  to  give  Northwest  their  first 
game  in  the  state  play-offs. 

Todd  also  produced  the  first  win  in 
the  tournament  for  the  North  Half 
title,  going  1 1  full  innings  for  the  win 
over  East  Central.  His  record  before 
tournament  play  was  5-1 . 

Ranger  team  captain  Smith  took  an 
infielder's  spot  on  the  Region  VII 
team.  The  shortstop  averaged  .323 
for  the  season  with  four  home  runs.

Sporting  a  new  game,  new  coach,  and  ten  new  faces,  the 
women's  basketball  team  at  Northwest  produced  a  winning 
season  and  provided  fans  with  first-rate  performances. 

Sue  Kelly,  who  had  13  years'  coaching  experience  was 
chosen  mentor  and  immediately  changed  the  squad's  name 
to  "Lady  Rangers."  Her  team  of  10  freshmen  and  only  four 
sophomores  worked  hard  in  preparation  for  the  season. 

The  Lady  Rangers  jumped  out  to  an  impressive  8-1  record 
before  the  Christmas  break.  These  wins  included  squeakers 
over  Merician,  Northeast  and  Delta  State's  Junior  Varsity.  At 
the  sound  of  the  buzzer,  Northwest  hit  on  a  jump  shot  that 
gave  the  Lady  Rangers  a  79-77  win  over  the  Lady  States- 
men. 

After  winning  their  first  seven  North  Division  contests  and 
carrying  an  overall  slate  of  12-2,  Ms.  Kelly's  squad  was 
burned  by  the  nationally-ranked  East  Mississippi  Lions  on 
Jan.  28.  At  the  time  of  the  East  Mississippi  game,  these  two 
teams  shared  the  conference  lead.  Both  posted  7-0  records 
in  the  North  Half,  but  the  Lady  Lions  captured  sole  posses- 
sion of  the  top  spot  by  defeating  the  Lady  Rangers. 

Northwest,  plagued  with  injuries,  and  the  loss  of  two  key 
players  dropped  their  last  five  games,  all  conference  battled, 
and  entered  the  Women's  North  Half  Tournament  with  a  12- 
7  overall  record  and  a  7-5  conference  tab.  This  gave  the 
Lady  Rangers  a  third  place  ranking  in  the  tournament  at 
Holmes  Junior  College  on  Feb.  16-18. 

The  first  round  of  the  tourney  was  a  night  of  upsets  as  last 
place  Coahoma  knocked  off  the  No.  2  team,  Itawamba,  and 
sixth-ranked  Northeast  edged  the  Lady  Rangers  72-69. 
Northwest  led  at  the  half  38-35,  but  costly  turnovers  let  the 
Lady  Tigers  move  out  front  in  the  final  period.
